RECEIVES RECORD 
PRICE FOR BEES 


All records for, the San Bernardino 
county bee industry were broken 
when N. E. Miller, Colton apiarist, 
sold 2500 colonies of bees at $10.65 a 
colony, netting him $29,125. The 
price is the highest ever recorded in 
San Bernardino county. Announce- 
ment of the sale was made by B. H. 
Stanley, county bee inspector, at the 
monthly meeting of the San Ber- 
nardino County Bee Club at the 
court house. Last year, Mr. Stan- 
ley said, the Colton aplarist sold 


4800 colonies of bees, shipping them 
to purchasers in Utah and Idaho, The 
prices, however, did not approach 
the record sales of this year. 


Indications, are, Mr. Stanley re- 
ported, that the San Bernardino 
county honey crop will be normal 


this year, which means that about 40 
cars will be shipped. Prices are 
about the same as last year, 18 cents 
&@ pound being paid for strained honey 
in carload lots. Last year’s crop 
was light, only about 25 cars being 
shipped. The sale of bee colonies is 
fast becoming an industry in itself 
in this county, the bee inspector said, 
500 to 6000 colonies being sold and 
shipped out of the county each year. 


“Recent rains,” said Mr. Stanley, 
“have been a big help to the county 
bee industry. Because of the fact that 
the orange trees blossomed three or 
four weeks earlier than usual this 
year, however, the bees are not as 
far advanced as they should be and 
there is some question whether they 
are strong enough to gather the 
honey as they should.” 


Discuss Problems 


Thirty apiarists, representing all 
sections of the county, attended the 
meeting. One of the principal mat- 
ters under 


discussion was the. sug- 
gestion that the bee men use cans 
of heavier tin plate in order that 


there may be less damage and con- 
sequent loss in shipping. Loss in 
shipping is estimated at twice the 
loss, in shipping canned fruit, and is 
declared partly due to the light 
weight tin plate used in the cans. 
The beekeepers voted to purchase a 
carload of cans to be  distrubte| 
among the members of the club.
